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Battle Rages 
Inside Quang 
Tri Citadel 


QUANG TRI, Vietnam (AP) 
— About 400 South Vietnamese 
paratroopers fought their way 
into the Quang Tri Citadel to­ 
day 
through 
withering 
North 
Vietnamese lire. 


Despite official claims in Sai­ 
gon that the paratroopers had 
won control of the Citadel and 
the recapture of Quang Tri City 
was completed, fighting raged 
in 
the 
19th 
century 
fortress 
through late afternoon. “Not all 
of the Citadel is occupied yet,” 
an army spokesman in Quang 
Tri said. 


The spokesman, Lt. Col. Do 
Dang 
Bo, 
told 
newsmen: 
“I 
think many North Vietnamese 
were killed. I do not think any 
escaped. I hope that perhaps 
tomorrow you will be able to 
attend a flag-raising ceremony 
in the Citadel.” 


The Citadel was the last bas­ 
tion of resistance in the devas­ 
tated provincial capital which 
the North Vetnamese had oc­ 
cupied on May 1. 
An 
army 
communique 
said 
the first paratroopers entered 
the Citadel at 10:20 a.m. 
Field 
officers 
said 
napalm 
strikes by the South Vietnam­ 
ese air force preceded the ad­ 
vance through two openings in 
the 
40-foot 
walls 
that 
U.S. 
planes had blasted two weeks 
ago with laser-guided bombs. 
Shells burst all around the 
Citadel 
as 
South 
Vietnamese 
artillery blazed away, and the 
North Vietnamese replied with 
their 122mm and 130mm guns. 
A pall of thick, black smoke 
hung over most of the city, 
which was in ruins. 
Most of the North Vietnamese 
defenders of Quang Tri had re­ 
treated into the Citadel to make 
a stand there, but no reliable 
estim ate was available of how 
many of Hanoi’s troops were 
inside the m assive walls. 
Quang 
Tri, 
the 
capital 
of 
South Vietnam’s northernmost 
province, was the first provin­ 
cial capital ever captured by 
the Communist forces, and its 
loss was a major psychological 
setback to the Saigon govern­ 
ment. The counteroffensive to 
recapture it began on June 28, 
when 
a 
task force of para­ 
troopers and marines crossed 
the My Chanh River 15 miles 
southeast of Quang Tri City.

dochina, the Senate has killed 
the military-foreign-aid bill to 
which the pullout provison was 
attached. 


In the last of 10 votes that 
stretched 
into 
late 
Monday 
night, the $1.785-billion aid au­ 
thorization was defeated 48 lo 
42. 


By a 50-45 margin, senators 
voted to cut off funds for U.S. 
combat operations in Vietnam, 
Laos 
and 
Cambodia 
in 
four 
months, 
provided 
American 
war prisoners were released. 


The aid bill was the first step 
in 
continuing 
for 
this 
fiscal 
year the U.S. military-aid pro­ 
gram for friendly nations. But 
the Senate vote does not neces­ 
sarily 
mean 
the 
program 
is 
dead. 
The House has yet to act on a 
military-aid 
authorization: 
it 
could send the Senate another 
version to consider. Or the Sen­ 
ate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Com­ 
mittee could report another aid 
bill for Senate consideration. 
Late last year the Senate de­ 
feated the economic-foreign-aid 
measure for fiscal 1972, only to 
see it revived in an eleventh- 
hour 
compromise 
with 
the 
House. 
Backers 
of the 
end-the-war 
amendment have vowed to re­ 
new the fight. Their next effort 
will be to attach the amend­ 
ment to the Defense Depart­

In any case, Whitey Lock- 
in an, director of player devel­ 
opment, is the man picked by 
owner Phil Wrigley to revive 
the Cubs. They are currently 
languishing in fourth place in 
the National League East, 10 
games out of first. 
The Chicago Sun-Times re­ 
ported today that Wrigley had

apartm ent Monday night for a 
top-secret meeting, the second 
such summit conference in nine 
months. 
Lockman, form er New York

Two busy weeks in the 10th District in 
which I visited and attended various 
functions in Wayne, Randolph, Jay, 
Adams, Wells, Delaware, Henry, Rush, 
and Hancock counties brought Mrs. Den­ 
nis and me back to Washington for the 
reconvening of the Second Session of the 
92nd Congress. 
The legislative week was not as busy 
as some, but was made notable by the 
fact that it witnessed the rather rare 
event of the defeat of a bill on the Floor 
— a bill which was sponsored and sup­ 
ported by the Democratic leadership in 
the House. 
This was the so-called “Emergency 
Community Facilities and Public Invest­ 
ment Act of 1972” which proposed to pro­ 
vide S5 billion to State and local govern­ 
ments within the next 18 months for the 
financing and construction of water and 
sewer collection systems and other pro­ 
jects. 
The bill — with such a naturally popu­ 
lar declared objective — was expected to 
pass, and was hastily put together and 
rushed to the Floor after only one day of 
hearings, at which testimony was taken 
only from proponents of the measure, 
and none from HUD or from any govern­ 
mental officials or Departments involv­ 
ed. Given the timing and circumstances, 
political motivation was quite obvious, 
and was scarcely disputed. 
The bill, as á matter of fact, was in 
many respects substantially a duplica­ 
tion of measures recently passed by the 
House and soon, without doubt, to be­ 
come law. S. 2770, “The Federal Water 
Pollution Control Amendments of 1972” 
— for which I voted — provides $6 billion 
a year for a three-year period, a total of 
$18 billion, for the construction of waste 
treatm ent facilities, including sewer col­ 
lection system. This measure is currently 
in conference between the House ana 
Senate. H.A. 14370, the “Revenue Shar­ 
ing” bill which passed the House just be­ 
fore the recess, provides $3.5 billion a 
year for five years to local governments 
which, as the bill specifically provides, 
can be spent in part or in whole by those 
governments, at their option, for both 
operating and capital outlays for sewer 
line construction. This bill provides, in 
addition, $1.8 billion a year for State gov­ 
ernments, to be expended as these gov­ 
ernments see fit. For reasons which I 
have previously discussed, I did not sup­ 
port this bill, but it nonetheless passed 
the House and will undoubtedly become 
law. and this money will be available. 
With a current deficit in the Federal 
budget of some 25-30 billion dollars it 
scarcely seems responsible to ante up an 
additional $5 billion on top of $18 billion, 
and almost $30 billion already provided 
for and make available in the two bills 
just mentioned, for essentially the same 
purposes. 
Moreover, pumping $5 billion within 18 
months into the specialized sewer and 
water line construction industry, in 
which the total amount of construction 
in 1971 came to only $2.1 billion, could 
not fail to have a highly inflationary ef­ 
fect on the economy in general and par­ 
ticularly on this industry which is al­ 
ready plagued by inflation. 
Arid this measure, by giving contract 
authority to spend the money provided, 
and pledging the faith of the United 
States, by-passed the usual appropriation 
process and obligated future Congresses 
to honor the bill. 
Under all the circumstances the bill 
clearly merited the defeat which it re­ 
ceived by a vote of 206-189. and I voted 
with the majority. Nevertheless its defeat 
was surprising, and may reflect both 
some dawning realization in the country 
of our financial plight, and some unrest 
within the Democratic Party. Despite the 
personal leadership of the Speaker, 58 
Democratic members of the House join­ 
ed with a substantial majority of the Re­ 
publican members to defeat this bill. 
In addition, the week saw House adop­ 
tion of measures to establish a National 
Institute of Aging, to enlarge the author­ 
ity of the National Heart and Lung In­ 
stitute, to control communicable diseas­ 
es, to authorize military construction in 
fiscal year 1973, and to increase the salar­ 
ies of firemen and policemen in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. All of these measures 
received my support.

Col. John Plants, Michigan 
State Police director, said: “I’d 
rather see it legal than have it 
operate that way. That way it 
destroys respect for all laws.” 


But ha does not want it legal­ 
ized. “We don't know enough 
about it, it's long term effects. 
“I've seen kids become dis­ 
oriented with marijuana. They 
seem to be in a never-never 
land. This has to be detrimen­ 
tal to their health. 
“But I’m a cop,” he added, 
“and my job is to enforce the 
laws. I don't maka them. Per­ 
sonally, however, I’d be con­ 
cerned If it was legalized.” 
Plants’ comments came in a 
recent interview about Ann Ar­ 
bor and East Lansing, home of 
the University of Michigan and 


Michigan State University, re­ 
spectively, where lenient mari­ 
juana possession and use ordi­ 
nances have been adopted. 


Newly franchised 18-year-old 
voters in both cities helped, 
elect 
liberal members to the 
city councils recently. In both 
cities, use 
or 
possession 
of 
marijuana is punishable by a $5 
fine. In Ann Arbor the suspect 
is not even, arrested. He is is­ 
sued a summons—much like a 
traffic ticket. 
State law orders maximum 
penalties of up to one year in 
jail and a $1,000 fine for posses­ 
sion of marijuana, and a 90-day 
term and $100 fine for use. 
Plants 
predicted 
the 
new 
laws would not stand up in 
court. “Every lawyer knows a 
city can’t pass a law which 
mitigates a state law. Cities 
and counties are creatures of 
the state.” 
“A lot of people say that 
marijuana is no more dan­ 
gerous than alcohol. I agree. 
“I also think alcohol is the 


num.ber one drug problem fac­ 
ing the country today.”

A Brief Checklist For Appliance Safety 
We all talk about the im­ 
portance of being safe at home 
-yet many people fail to take 
the common-sense precautions 
that can help avoid home ac­ 
cidents. 
Appliances offer many ben­ 
efits in daily use around the 
home, but there are important 
do’s and dor’ts which should 
be observed in using them 
properly. 
Most homemakers, when 
they are working with hot li­ 
quids on the range, turn the 
pot handle in. That seems al­ 
most elementary. But it i* 
■only one of the rules about 
proper use and care of appli­ 
ances that we all need to leant 
and follow. 
General Electric’s Consum­ 
ers Institute, which has been 
testing major appliances from 
the homemakers’ standpoint 
and advising consumers on 
their use for more than half a 
century, suggests these safety 
guidelines for the kitchen: 
/ Dishwasher: Always place 
sharp items in the silverware 
basket with their points down. 
If you find a utensil has 
slipped through to the bottom 
of the tub, do not attempt to 
remove it immediately at the 
end of the cycle, as touching 
the heating element could pro­ 
duce a bad burn. 
/ Range: Eliminate clutter 
around the range, particularly 
flammables. Pot holders, pa­ 
per towels and waxed paper 
will ignite if they come into 
contact with heating elements 
hot enough to cook. Store 
flammable materials, such as 
lighter fluid, well away from 
the range, and keep a small 
fire extinguisher on hand (but 
not over the range), charged 
and ready to use. (Baking soda 
makes a good extinguisher, 
too. You might keep a box 
handy.) 


4 Waste Disponer: Always 
turn the power off before at­ 
tempting to remove objects 
from the hopper. Use tongs, 
rather than your hand, to re­ 
trieve objects which have fal­ 
len in, and a wooden spoon, 
broom handle or similar tool 
to loosen a jam. 
/A ir Conditioner: Before 
cleaning the filter, turn off 
and unplug the unit. 
/ Automatic Washer: Do 
not attempt to wash any ma­ 
terials saturated with flamma­ 
ble substances — such as gaso­ 
line, cleaning fluids or wax — 
until all traces have first been 
removed. 
/ Dryer: Keep any items 
containing foam rubber out of 
the dryer. This includes pil­ 
lows and padded bras. Dryer 
heat can restart curing proc­ 
ess in rubber. (The Consum­ 
ers Institute doesn’t recom­ 
mend washing them automat­ 
ically, either.) 
jnefrigerator: Avoid touch­ 
ing refrigeration coils, partic­ 
ularly wnen hands are damp, 
since skin may adhere to these 
extremely cold surfaces. 
The GE Consumers Insti­ 
tute also recommends that 
when you acquire a new ap­ 
pliance, you read the instruc­ 
tion booklet thoroughly be­ 
fore' you. attempt to operate 
it Keep such, booklets handy, 
and refer to them whenever 
you have a question. Often, 
your problem can be quickly 
and safely corrected without 
the cost and time involved in 
calling a repairman. (Many 
m an u factu rer’s instruction 
booklets have special sections 
on what to do before calling 
the repairman.) 
By observing the safety 
precautions cited, you will 
make your home safer and 
more 
enjoyable 
for 
every 
member of the family.

was sealed today with massive 
slabs of steel-reinforced 
con­ 
crete. 
dashing 
any 
lingering 
hope 
for 
nine 
coal 
miners 
trapped inside. 
Workers raced through the 
night to complete the 
seals 
against the possibility of fur­ 
ther explosions deep inside the 
burning, gas-filled mine on the 
W e s t 
Virginia-Pennsylvania 
border. 
Rescue 
operations 
for 
the 
nine 
trapped 
men 
ended 
abruptly 
Monday after three 
small explosions sent about 50 
rescue workers scurrying for 
the mine’s lone entrance shaft. 
Officials of Consolidation Coal 
Co., owner of the mine, said a 
hole drilled into the mine 650 
feet below the surface was com­ 
pleted and they expected to 
take measurements of the poi­ 
sonous methane gas inside.
